fighting redskins. It wag not long 
after the Custer Massacre and the ex- 
ciling occurrences attending the deso- 
lating conflict between the Indians 
and the United States troops. But the 
Indians knew the members of the 
Canadian Mounted Police as_ the 
Mounted Police knew them. They 
knew them for their integrity, their 
courage, and thelr loyalty to their 
word, and the mutual confidence that 
existed was demonstrated by the jour- 
ney to the Saskatchewan reservation, 
which was without mishap.

The Moose Jaw board of trade was

“Bitforta have heen inade by the au- 
thorjties to make peddlers pay a cet- 
tain fee into the treasury before they 
are to vend their. wares in 
competition. with bisinessmen who 
have established businesses and in- 
vest their money in our towns and 
villages. While thé license fee is not 
Nigh enough, it acts as a deterrent in 


-| neany cases, and organizations who do 


their Wudiness through peddlers have 
struck on another scheme by which 
they hope to vend their goods free of 
charge, with the help of unsuspecting 
citizens, The last scheme, amd one 
which is making fair headway in La- 
combe is the ‘endless chain stocking 
club. By this scheme a lady who buys 
a pair of stockings gete in return 
three coupons with her purchase, 
which she is supposed to palm off on 
her friends. When the friends send 
in their ordets for a pair of stockings 
each, and send the cash, the lady who 
has undertaken to peddle the stock- 
ings gets a pair free of charge. And 
each of the Indies whto receives the 
coupons and who sends in her order 
with the money, gets three more cou- 
pons which she must peddle before she 
gets a pair of stockings free. And so 
on, ad infinitum. This scheme is a 
fairly clever one for the parties who 
have started it, but is operated’ for the 
sole purpose ‘of beating the license. 
They are getting rid of stockings 
worth about 65c. for just twice that 
money, and can well afford to give a 
pair free with every three orders. 
And just think what a pull they have, 
with probably a couple of dozen ladies 
in every town boosting their wares 
for the sake of a free pair of stock- 
ings. Do the people of Lacombe 
think this is fair competition for our 
businessmen? The peddlers in this 
case pay no fee, they help in no way 
to pay the expenses of the municipal- 
ity. Every pair of stockings peddled 
ir town is just so much money taken 
from its legitimate channel—the La- 
| combe business houses—the © people 
who pay the bulk of the taxes of-the 
town and provide the money for the 
| operation of our schools, churches and 
other public utilities. And the goods 
being peddled are being sold for far 
more than their worth, or it would 
not be possible for the operators to 
give a pair of stockings for every 
three pairs sold. You get very little 
for nothing in th's world, and _ the 
parties who patronize this scheme 
can rest assured that they are paying 
a long price for all the pairs of 
stockings they buy, as well as paying 
for the free stockings obtained by the 
other members of the chain. 

The stores of Lacombe try to give 
the citizens good service. They pay 
the bulk of the taxes. Sixty or sixty 
five of the langest taxpayers in La- 
combe are either in business or deriv- 
ing their salaries from the various 
businesses ‘The less business done 
ir Lacombe ingens money there will 
be fer the-n of the municipality. 
Businessmen will be compelled to cut 
down their staffs, clerks will be 
thrown out of employment, our 
schools will have to be curtailed, if 
peddling is allowed to make headway. 
The stocking club scheme may, only 
be a small thing, but if our citizens 
‘patronize it it is only a matter of 
time until other peddling schemes are 
launched. , 

If you would see the town prosper, 
spend your money in Lacombe. Money 
sent away dees not help Lacombe. 
But if you are determined to patron- 


ize the peddlers, at least be fair en- | 


cugh to see that the said peddlers 
have taken out a license. 

And remember, schemes such as the 
above are not legitimate. Thousands 
of schemes of a like nature have start- 
ed, flourished while the victims are 
enthusiastic, and then collapsed. Ev- 
ery timé one has collapsed someone 
has lost a lot of money. When this 
stocking scheme collapses, as it sure- 
ly will, there are going to be thous- 
ands of persons holding coupons 
which will never be redeemed. THe 
parties who have worked hard to get 
the free stockings wii be left “hold- 
ing the bag.” 

We say once more—spend your 
money in the town where you make 
your living, and help make Lacombe 
a “real” place to hive in.

the British Empire, our present econo: 
mic position is not entirely reassuring. 
Because history shows that in- thé 
course of time economic considerations 
‘will invariably prevail over patriotic 
sentiment. While we cannot hope to 
outstrip our powerful neighbor, we 
can come much nearer creating oppor- 
tunities for our own peeple at home 
than we are doing at present and thus 
arresting the debilitating leak of our 
precious, vital asset and stifling the in- 
feriority complex we have uncon- 
sciously created in our public mind, 
which cannot be without its important 
influence upon the individual decision 
leading to southbound migration,’ 

It is useful to arrive at a clear ap- 
preciation of the general economic 
effect of an enlarged agriculture. The 
average person readily gives intellec- 
tual assent to the time-worn phrase 
that agriculture is the “backbone of 
the nation,” but usually without post!- 
tive conviction or any adequate con- 
ception of the fundamental facts of the 
case. It is genérally a mere figure of 
speech. It is, therefore, well to con- 
sider briefly to what extent agriculture 
has been responsible for Canada’s ma 
terial progress. Forty-one per cent of 
our net production in the last census 
year was agricultural; thirty-three per 
cent manufacturing; our forests, 
mines, fisheries, construction etc., ac- 
count for the remaining twenty-six per 
cent. Our 8 billions of agricultural 
capital represents 36 per cent of Can- 
ada’s total available wealth, Urban 
real estate accounts for 26 per cent, 
our railway plants, 10 per cent; for- 
ests, 5% per cent; mines, 2% per cent, 
and manufacturing equipment, 2% per 
cent. 

This gives a line on the paramount 
position of*our agricultural industry 
and suggests that a policy having In 
view the colonization of Canada’s va- 
cant lands along vigorous lines, would 
speedily lead to increased prosperity 
in our urban centres and should Inter- 
|'est all classes of Canadians irrespec- 
|tive of oecupation. The Hon. Mr. 
Forke, Canada’s new Minister of Im- 
migration, has recently announced his 
intention of speeding up the work of 
his department_overseas. It is hoped 
that his efforts will meet with every 
success. His department squarely 
faces Canada’s key problem.

Airplanes Sow Rice Seed 
| Modern Science Aids Nature in North. 
ern Manitoba 

Sowing by airplane has been inau- 
gurated by fhe Manitoba Dopartment 
of Agriculture. Recently sacks of wild 
rice were forwarded to Cormorant 
Lake station on the Hudson Bay Rail- 


way, for distribution by plane over 
|suitable marshes in the Manitoba 
northland. This includes a vast duck 


marsh known as Moose Lake and 
Cedar Lake, said to be the largest 
duck marsh on the North American 
continent. 

During an extensive survey of the 
north last year, Prof. V. W, Jackson, 
of the Manitoba Agricultural College, 
found no wild rice north of latitude 53, 
and to this he attributes the fact that 
ducks are coming south in the rice sea- 
son. 

Finding no reason why wild rice 
should not grow in the north, the sug- 
gestion wah made that modern science 
be brought to the assistance of nature. 
Despatch of the airplane to sow the 
seed was the result. 

Expectations are that, should the 
rice develop, the natural spread of 
food supply will increase the number 
of ducks and muskrats.

We refer 
to the cost of hiring and training its 
sales force, which authorities say, 
will cost from 100 p.c. to 150 p.e.
